Republican, today announced his candi- 


dacy for the Republican presidential 
nomination, in a statement in which he 
says that if the Republicans of Iowa be- 
lieve him a fit man to urge before the 
Chicago convention he will accept their 
decision. 

The entrance of Cummins 
presidential fight materially compli- 
cates the Republican situation. Presi- 
dent Taft now is openly opposed for 
the nomination by Senators La F[ollette 
and Cummins, both progressives, while 
still other progressives are urging the 
nomination of Roosevelt. 

Starts Speculation. 
announcement by Senator Cum- 
had been expected for several 
days. Coming today in connection with 
the report from Denver that Gifford 
Pinchot was taking the initiative in a 
movement for a conference of Progres- 
Sive Republicans to decide on one can- 
didate to oppose President Taft, it 
started a riot of political speculation 
which eclipsed the ordinary activities 
of the Government. 

Senator Cummins’ statement follows: 

‘So much has been published in the 
newspapers, so much written and said 
to me concerning the presidential mat- 
ter that I feel it to be my duty to 
make to the Republicans of lowa a 
plain statement on the subject. 

“Immediately on my return from the 
last session of Congress [ gave out 
through the press my opinion with re- 
spect to the presidency. That opinion re- 
mains unaltered. 

More Than Two Candidates. 

“The situation, however, has _ mater- 
ially changed and it now seems proba- 
ble that more than two candidates for 
nomination will be seriously considered 
by the national convention. 

“Under these conditions if the Re- 
publicans of Iowa believe I am a fit 
man to be presented to the national con- 
vention as a candidate for the presiden- 
tiaf nomination and desire to so present 
me, I will appreciate and accept their 
confidence as a most. gratifying evi- 
dence of their continued faith in my 
purpose to serve, as best I can, the gen- 
eral welfare of the people. 

“ALBERT B. CUMMINS.”

The fameus Buckfoot diamond, Said 
to be one of the -largest in the United 
States, 


was seized for debt in St. Louis 


Saturday afternoon. 

This is the diamond which was 
brought to St. Louis from Fort Worth, 
Tex., by a young woman giving 
name as Mrs. Daniel S. Martin. 
Was arrested when she 
the gem for $550 Thursday, and is still 
in custody at Police Headquarters. 

The identity of the stone as the Buck- 
foot diamond was reveuled to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter by James J. Rohan, 
President of the Rohan Boiler Co., 
shortly after that company 
an attachment suit against Chief 
Police Young to obtain possession 
the gem at 1:30 p. m. Saturday. 

Remembered the Diamond. 

The attachment was part of the 
proceedings in the boiler company’s 
Sult against Warren S. Heaton of 
Fort Worth for $322.44 in payment 
for a boiler which the company in- 
stalled for Heaton when he was in 
the plow manufacturing business in 
Neosho, Mo., in 1909. 

For nearly two

The reply 
was that the prosecuting witness was 
Varren S. Heaton.

Testified in Dynamite Case. 

Lorenzo's grocery at 5258 Shaw ave- 
nue, Dago Hill, was blown up with 
dynamite Dee. 18, 1910, after he had re- 
ceived two threatening letters demand- 
ing $200. Dec. 30, 1910, Lorenzo caused 
the arrest of Sam Ross, a barber at 
5126 Wilson avenue, and Charles Pe- 
ranio, a tailor, of 1927 Edwards street. 
He told the police that a few days be- 
fore the explosion they entered his 
store and Ross told him he could ‘‘fix’’ 
the Black Hand if Lorenzo would give 
him $20. 

After having Ross and Peranio ar- 
rested, Lorenzo took refuge in_ the 
Mounted District Station and remained 
there three weeKs, saying he was 
afraid he would be Killed if he went 
out. 

Under heavy police guard he wentto 
court and testified against Ross and 
Peranio. They were acquitted. 

Frightened Away by Boys. 

Even after the trial Lorenzo 
mained a voluntary prisoner. He 
stayed. at the Mounted Station two 
weeks and grew a mustache as a dis- 
guise. One night he disappeared. He 
was next heard from when he worked 
clerk in a butcher shop opposite 
the Laclede avenue station, One day 
last June boys in the neighborhood 
who had learned his identity dis- 
charged a cannon cracker back of the 
butcher shop. Lorenzo fled and never 
returned. For a time he worked in a 
stand at Union Market, but the police 
lost track of him several months ago. 
who knew Lorenzo 
at the Morgue Sat- 
urday. They say the apparent stat- 
ure and the muscular build of the 
slain man suggests a close resem- 
blance to Lorenzo 

Finger prints from the bédy of the 
slain man were made Sgturday by 
Bertillon Superintendent Shea and 
compared with all of the 7000 prints 
now on the police records, They did 
lead to identification. 

Schoppe Questions W itnesses. 

Capt. Schoppe of the Carr Street Dis- 
trict questioned three witnesses for 
several hours Thursday night. He would 
not reveal their names, but Friday an- 
nounced that he had obtained from them 
what believed to be accurate and 
letailed descriptions of the men who 
are believed to have taken the body to 
the ashpit in a red, white- topped wagon. 
So intimate were these descriptions that 
the police say they know that one of the 
men wore a gold band ring o his right 
hand. 

After questioning the witnesses and 
several suspects who were later re- 
leased, Capt. Schoppe said that police 
activity in connection with the murder 
had been transferred to Dago Hill, an 
Italian settlement west of King’s high- 
way and south of Manchester avenue. 

Fears for Missing Brother.

President Charles S. Gleed of the tele- 
phone compony was served with a sub- 
pena Friday night to appear Monday 
afternoon before the Legislation Com- 
mittee of the House of Delegates and 
give further testimony regarding the 
earnings of the company.

He 
did not appear at the hearing Thurs- 
day, and the minutes were not pro- 
duced. 

General Manager Mott of the Bell 
company, and George H. Bowles, its 
attorney, made a request at the public 
heating Wednesday that the opponents 
of the increase withdaw their objections 
until. the Public Service Commission 
makes its report on the value of the 
property and, holding of the company.

‘Mrée. Samuel Nichols of Alton is trac- 
ing her lineage back severa! generations 
in an effort to ascertain whether she 
is one of the direct Hillman heirs who 
are preparing to contest the ownership 
of 600 acres of land on the East Bt. 
Louls river front, now in the possession 
of the Wiggins Ferry Co. If she finds 
she is an heir she expects to join in the 
Hillman suit for possession of the prep- 
erty, valued at more than $1,000,000, 

Dr. Jane Blanchard of Pittsburg, Pa., 
@ granddaughter of Hillman, has been 
sélected as representative of the Hill- 
man Association of heirs to come to St 
Louls and institute a suit for the re- 
covery of the property. Her trunk, 
containing the records on which the 
olaim is based, was lost between Pitts- 
burg and Cincinnati, but was recovered 
Thursday and is now in her possession. 

Mrs. Nichols has written to Dr. Blan- 
chard asking that she be allowed to 
participate in the suit, and has employed 
experts to trace her family connections 
back as far as the original owners of 
the levee land in dispute. 

Traces Her Ancestry. 

Mrs. Nichols told a_ Post-Dispatch 
reporter Saturday that she has traced 
her ancestry back to Pennsylvania 
where James Hillman, the original ow- 
ner of the 600 acres, formerly lived 
Bhe claims to be one of the direct 
heirs of James Hillman and his daugh- 
ter, Fannie Hillman. 

‘She says she believes she is a grand- 
daughter of Fannie Hillman. She says 
réports made to her show that Hannah 
Hillman, many vears ago bought 600 
acres of land on the East Side river 
front between the Eads’ and Merchants’ 
bridges. The property was then con- 
sidered almost worthless, and was pur- 
chased from a Frenchman who got his 
title by a Government grant, accord- 
ing to Mrs. Nichols. 

At Hannah Hilllman’s death, she left 
the title of the property to James 
Hiliman and his daughter, Fannie Hill- 
man, Mrs. Nichols said. The old rec- 
ords in East St. Louis contain the 
names of the Hillmans as having at 
one time owned the property. 

Others Entitled to Share. 

Francis Hillman, who was also known 
as Fannie Hillman, Mrs. Nichols said, 
was married to James Osborne. The 
Osbornes had three sons and _ three 
Caughters. One of the sons was James 
L. Osborne, who was Mrs. Nichols’ fa- 
ther. She also has two sisters and 
three brothers, who, she says, are en- 
titled to share in the estate. 

The question of the heirship of Mrs. 
Nichols rests solely on the question of 
the identity of Francis Hillman, Mrs. 
Nichols’ grandmother, as the Fannie 
Hillman named in the records as re- 
ceving title to the property from Han- 
nah Hillman, according to Mrs. Nich- 
ols. She says she is of the opinion that 
her grandmother and Fannie Hillman 
were thé same person. 

Mre. Nichols says her grandmother, 
Francis Hillman, lived in East St. Louis 
when it was a small village known as 
Tilinois Town. In tracing her exact re- 
lafionship to the East St. Louis and 
Pennsylvania Hillman families, Mrs. 
Nichols is handicapped by the death 
of relatives. Her father died several 
vears ago, and the few relatives now 
living in this. part of the country have 
only a slight remembrance of the orig- 
inal members of the family, she says.

NANKING, Jan. 20.—The foremost of 
the Republicans here declared today 
their belief that the Manchus and the 
younger Imperial Princes are deter- 
mined to bring China to ruin and dis- 
memberment as a final despairing act. 

Few persons now refuse to recognize 
the hopelessness of the Manchu strug- 
ste. Yuan Shi Kai is practically held 
a prisoner in Peking, and as a 
champion of the Manchus in order to 
save his own life. He still urges a 
monarchy, according to the advices re- 
ceived here, though Tang Shao Yi, his 
closest friend and intimate, asserts that 
Yuan really favors a republic. 

A few days ago, a complete agree- 
ment was reached between Yuan and 
iang, and President Sun Yat Sen and 
Wu Ting Fang, the Minister of Justice 
i the Provisional Cabinet, whereby the 
Manchus accepted the liberal terms of- 
fered, and Yuan Shi Kai and President 
Sun mutually agreed to a dual govern- 
ment in the North and South, headed 
respectively by Yuan. and President 
sun, the signers guaranteeing to ad- 
minister affairs oOnjointiy until the 
form of a permanent government is de- 
cided on by the national convention. 
This agreement was actually drafted 
and initiated, when Yuan, on behalf of 
the Manchus, sought to amend it. This 
alarmed the Republicans, and they 
broke off negotiations. 

President Sun and the members of the 
Cabinet are firmly convinced that rec- 
ognition of the republic by the powers 
will come quickly unless the influence 
of certain of the powers is too strong 
agains: !t. They asked today that they 
be allowed to express through the Asso- 
ciated Press the hope that the United 
States will sustain its original broad 
policy, and be the first to stretch a 
friendly had to préserve China’s integ- 
rity.

Lewis Asked Investigation. 
Inspector Stice read a letter addressed 


by Lewis to the Chief Postoffice Inspec- 
tor at Washington, March 8, 1905, ask- 
investigation be made, be- 
ing his request on the publication in the 
Mirror.

The examination of the liabilities was 
concluded before April 8, 1905, and when 
a comparison was made On that date 
of the liabilities and assets, it was 
found that there was a deficit in ex- 
cess of $196,000 as between the assets 
as they appeared on the books March 
14 and the liabilities as they appeared 
from the summing up that had been 
done between March 14 and April 8, but 
a re-examination of the assets disclosed 
that on March 15, the day following the 
first examination, two notes bearing 
earlier dates had been deposited and 
added to the bank's assets, one for $50,- 
000, signed by Lewis, and one for $146,000, 
signed by Lewis and other directors, 
the two aggregating approximately the 
amount of the discrepancy. 

No Money Changed Hands, 

An affidavit of the cashier of the 
bank certified that no money changed 
hands on that date corresponding to the 
amounts represented by the two notes. 

The note for $146,000, according to 
Stice’s report, was subsequently sur- 
rendered by the Board of Directors and 
the amount charged to promotion ex- 
pense, but the inspectors found that 
some of the items of promotion expense, 
invoked to balance the amount of the 
note, were of lJater date. 

The $50,000 note had not been traced 
up to the time that Lewis refused to 
permit the inspectors to continue their 
investigations, 

The supplemental report showed that 
the special account of E. G. Lewis 
March 14, 1905, was $1,129,507.43, which 
covered the money received by Lewis 
for sales of stock to that date on orig- 
inal subscriptions. 

“It is an untrue showing, Stice wrote, 
“and Lewis knew it. Realizing then 
that this investigation was to be more 
rigid than he had anticipated, and fear- 
ing exposure, he immediately took steps 
to cover the shortage which his own 
records showed. It was perfectly nat- 
ural that his attention would be given 
to the entry that covered the defalca- 
tion. That was the subscriptions to 
stock—or the special account. 

Records Show Shortage. 

“On the showing of his own records 
he was an embezzler on March 14 and 
short to the amount of $196,375.63. 
Please note the increase in the spe- 
cial account, March 15, $374,238.47. 
How was it increased? Was that 
amount of new subscriptions received 
that date? Not at all. By transfer- 
ring the demand _ subscriptions of 
$46,074.50, $123,309.44 of the collec- 
tions account $8,478.90 actual new 
adding 
to that a forced amount of $196,375.63, 
which was a sum equal to the amount 
of two notes which he placed in the 
assets of the bank on March 15, and 
which appear in the item of demand 
loans, one being $50,000 and one 
$146,375.63. Note that no money was 
paid on these notes and that therefore 
on the 14th the assets were short 
that amount.” 

Bought Stock. 

In his testimony. today Stice testified 
that when Fulton questioned Lewis, the 
latter said, in Stice’s presence, that he 
had personally subscribed for 9915 shares 
of the capital stock of the People’s 
United States Bank, for which he paid 
$495,750 of his own money. When Lewis 
appeared in Washington, however, in 
answer to a citation and was questioned 
by R. D. Goodwin, Assistant Attorney- 
General for the Postoffice Department, 
he denied that he had paid for any 
stock with his own money and denied 
that he had ever stated that he had. 

Stice told of questioning F. B. Put- 
nam, cashier of the bank, about the ap- 
pearance of notes for $50,000 and $146.- 
3.0.03 on the bank’s books, between 
March 14 and March 19, 1905, which were 
not of record when the inspectors made 
their first examination. He learned 
that the $50,000 note was made by Lewis 
Dec. 12, 1904, to the Development and 
Investment Co., and assigned by it 
March 15, 1905, to the bank. The note 
for $146,375.63 was dated March 15, 1906, 
was signed by Lewis and other direc- 
tors, and was secured by no collateral. 


Putnam Explaing Notes. 
Putnam told him it was to cover 


money previously expended in promo- 
tion and organization of the bank. 
Putnam explained to Stice that the $50,- 
000 note was secured by an agreement 
of Lewis to give a first mortgage on 
his residence and five acres of land, 
when Lewis would later acquire clear 
title to the property. Both notes, Put- 
nam told Stice, were credited to the 
special account of Lewis on March 15. 
An affidavit made by Putnam, at the 
request of Stice, covering the transac- 
tions, was introduced in evidence. 


How Lewis 


the jury, Stice testified that the cita- 
tion was served on Lewis May 31, 1906, 
at 4p.m. This was the date on which 
the Post-Dispatch published the aec- 
count of the Investigation on which the 
suit is bdsed, 

Lewis Controlled All Enterprises, 

After Stice had testified that loans of 
$16,375.63 to Lewis and associates, $390,- 
000 to the Lewis Publishing Co. and 
$346,163.20 to the University Realty and 
Development Co., he was asked who 
owned a controlling share of the Lewis 
enterprises. 

Stice said a majority of the stock of 
the several companies was held by the 
University Heights Development and In- 
vestment Co. and that Lewis held a 
ment and Investment Co. 

Cashier, Putnam of the Lewis bank, 
told Stice that on March 14, 199, no 
stock had been issued to subscribers 
except to those who had signed proxies 
to Lewis. Stice told of Lewis putting

On cross-examination Stice asked if 
his report on the Lewis investigation 
was a public document or confidential.

Search Is for Wagon. 

Capt. Schoppe says the investigation 
on Dago Hill is not on the theory that 
the murdered man was Bufalo, but is 
a general one to find men and a wagon 
answering the description given by the 
witnesses questioned Thursday night. 

The police also say they have aban- 
doned the theory that the murder had 
any connection with the murder of Ghio 
Mancuso, a baker, Nov. 23 last. The 
ashpit where the body was found is in 
the rear of Mancuso’s bakery, where he 
was murdered. 

Capt. Schoppe says all of Mancuso’s 
relatives and close friends heve been 
kept under. constant surveillance and 
their movements accounted for. He 
does not believe the man was murdered 
to avenge Mancuso's killing. 

Autopsy Physician Lebrecht reported 
to the Coroner Friday that the slain 
man’s head apparently was removed 
with a sharp. cleaver. No blood was 
found in the veins or arteries. The man 
vas in good physical health, except for 
a light trace of pleurisy in the left 
lung.

To 
the inquirer who wanted to know how 
he did it all, Mr. Francis revealed a 
recipe for the conservation of nervous 
energy. 

“One of my rules,”’ he said, “is never 
to make any definite engagements to 
sea people. I tell a man where I will 
be about a certain time, but he must 
take his chances on finding me at his 
disposal. Throughout all of my public 
life I have found the greatest strain in 
anticipating interviews. That is to say, 
the real nervous tension comes not so 
much from listening to the man with 
whom you are engaged at the time, but 
from the consciousness that other men 
are waiting their turn for an interview. 
If you dispose of each case as it comes 
up to you without endeavoring to an- 
ticipate the cases to follow, as Is neces- 
when you make definite engage- 
ments, you escape the greatest waste 
of nerve force in the conduct of large 
enterprises. The men who need most to 
see you know when is the best time to 
see you, and you need not worry about 
them presenting matters to you if they 
really need your attention.”’

Base- 
ball men in all parts of the.country were 
asked for their opinion on the subject, 
but all the big moguls have been careful 
to make no direct reply. 

Garry Herrmann of Cincinnati, like 
Col. Hedges of the Browns, has come 
out with the statement that organized 
baseball will not fight the Columbian 
League. President -Powers answered this 
Saturday by shouting: 

“They can'’t.’’ 

Then Powers reiterated that his 
league was being built by seasoned base- 
ball men, who would organize on a safe 
and sane basis. Powers talked at length 
with the writer Friday evening. He said: 

‘“‘Basebail salaries of big league play- 
ers have been sadlv exagserated bv the 
press. Rarely is a player’s salary known 
to anyone but the player and the mag- 
nate. Now I want to say that for $250 
a month I can get a host of good major 
league players. For twice that amount 
I can get stars. 

‘In starting our new league we find that 
getting plavers will be the least of our 
woes, The park proposition Is the worst.

HERRMANN ANSWERS 
POST-DISPATCH QUIZ 


Coes HERRMANN, owner 


of the Cincinnati “Reds and 
chairman of the National 
Commission, has answered the 
question asked through these col- 
umns yesterday. The Post-Dis- 
patch Friday told of Mr. John T. 
Powers’ intention to fight organized 
baseball under the Sherman antl- 
trust law and then set up the ques- 
tion: ‘Is baseball a trust?

‘“T have nothing to say regarding Mr, 
Powers’ statement, It is possible. how- 
ever, that he misinterprets the attitude 
of organized baseball. We are not 
fighting him—in fact, we haven't given 
either of those two leagues more than 
two minutes of thought In the past sev- 
eral weeks. I would suggest that they 
come into the arena and see what sort 
of people they have to contend with. 
So far as I am concerned I would tell 
them all to get into the fight, because 
we really ought to have something to - 
make life worth living.
